Thursday, January 5. ) 

The Monticello District Conference of the A. M. E. Church 
i convened in Concord, Leon County, Florida, January 5, 1882, 

with the Presiding Elder, Rev. S. L. Sims, in the Chair.

for the Presiding Elder for 1832, the Presiding Elder: vacated 
the Chair; when upon motion, Elder A. Attaway took the 

Chair. 

On motion of the Rev. A. B. Dudley, that we have a ses¬ 
sion after service to-night, and continue until we finish our 

work, it was adopted. 

The Committee on Public Worship reported that Rev. A. 
E. Ilansberry would preach to-night, and that he would be as¬ 
sisted by Rev. R. Raymon. 

NIGTIT SESSION. 

Rev. S. L. Sims in the Chair, called the body to order at 8| 
o’clock. 

The Presiding Elder stated that it would require not less 
than $800 to defray the expenses of house-rent, horse-hire 
and board. 

On motion of Elder A. J. Kershaw, it was carried that each 
member and probationer be assessed 85 cents, and each mem¬ 
ber of the Quarterly Conference be assessed 25 cents per 
quarter. 

On motion, Elder M. A. Trapp was elected District Book 
Steward. 

On motion, the Chair appointed Elder A. B. Dudley as 
Literary Superintendent for the Sunday Schools. 

On motion of Rev. A. B. Dudley, that our next District 
Conference be held at Greenville A. M. E, Church, in Gum 
Swamp Circuit,* it was carried. 

The Committee on Assessment, for another year, made 
their report, which was received and adopted. 

This Committee recommended, and also moved, that each 
minister, local preacher, exhorter and delegate, to the next 
District Conference, should carry 50 cents, which amount 
should be paid into the treasury of the Conference. This mo¬ 
tion was amended by Elder Dudley, that each pastor bring 
one dollar, and the rest 50 cents. The motion, as amended, 
was adopted. 
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The Committee on Sabbath Schools made their report, 
which was received and adopted * 

The Committee on Camp Meetings also made a report, upon 
which there arose a long discussion; Elders Trapp, Bird, 
Attaway and Dudley participated ; after which, on motion of 
Elder Dudley, the report was so amended as to read, that we 
have a Camp Meeting at Station No. 2, in the month of Octo¬ 
ber, 1882. This was adopted. 

The Committee on Finance reported that they had on hand 
$40.80, and had paid off expenses as follows 

To Rev. A. B. Dudley, for stationery, &c., $1.55 ; to Ely 
Roads, for services as sexton, $1.75; leaving a balance of 
$37.50, whereupon Elder W. A.* Bird moved that this said 
$37.50 be turned over to the Presiding Elder, as part of his 
support. Elder Trapp moved that it be divided equally be¬ 
tween the charges, which would allow to each charge $2.55. 

In the roll, the names of the Stewards, Trustees and Class 
Leaders are omitted, on account of the former Secretary carry¬ 
ing oft' some of the papers and their names. 

No further business, the benediction was pronounced and 
the Conference dismissed.
